Carter somehow doesn't 
make much progress with these personal moral 
Imperatives.

\deals on the nations, but In his private talks 
Willi bis cabinet, with the Congressional leaders 
on Capitol Hill, and with the other heads of 
govomment, he has been able to convey a sense 
ot intci^rlty that sliould not be underestimated. 

This is what's right with Carter, going Uito the 
last years of thoTOs. Nobody is very enthusiastic 
about him in the public domain or very mad at 
him either, but the people who know him best 
seem to believe In him most. He Is much more 
persuasive In private than he Is In publfc. All the 
leaders of the Congress, Republican as well as 
Democratic, attest to this. It is also true of Sadat 
In Cqir o . and Be g in In Je rusalem — and even of 
•aimre'ctlrerlBadcmjirbolb^des-ofUteira^ 
Kddle Eastern conflict. 



None of UiiB^oTcourse, dismisses llic charges 
against him. He docs not convey a "sense ot 
authority". He is too private and remote to Jam 
his programs throuRli Congress, He does try to 
do too much loo fast and then retreats loo far 
when opposed. 

But at the power ceatcrs in the Congress and 
In the world al tlie end of the years, even after 
all his presumptions and mlslakcs, he has come 
through with a sense of integrity and a capacity 
to learn and chanRe, and this may be the most 
important thing.

Open meet adds tension

A reform-minded Congress of 1075 
adopted a rule for conference committees lo 
be open to the puWlc unless'a majority voted 
to close them,' case by case, A conference 
committee is where ^Iftertng House and 
Senate versions of a bill are.rocoiuiilcd. 

The rule openlntf conferences was called 
at the time by tha Democratic Study Group 
"a key retonn of eontiresslonal procedures 
in opening up to public scrutiny one of the 
most imporlanl stages in Itie legislative 
process," 

.lusl as conferees jirc wrestling un- 
comfortably with .ah encrRy bill In open 
conference now, the first big conference t« 
be open lo public, press and lobbyists was on 

■ a compreljcnsi ve energy hill In 1072, 

William Van Ness, former congressional- 
staff counsel -and now n lawyer in 
Washinglon, worked. Inlfmatcly on some 
energy conferences both before and after 
they "went public," 

■ Both open and closed conference* "have 
'ihclr advantages and their drawbacks,"

The first three sections, the least con- 
troversial, wen; completed with the usual 
riielortc, long speeches, and occasional 
playing to the television cameras. But there 
was-no-blg roadblock evident from having 
the conference open. 

When it came to natural Ras, thinRS 
changed drastically. 

The deadlock over whether to continue 
federal, price controls ROl -incrcaslngly 
touchy with the public looking on. 

Finally, Sen. Henry Jackson, ,I?-Wash., 
said, "Let's face It. We nro deadlocked, Wo 
have an opporiunlly lo have some private 
meetings .., . Maybe some quiet diplomacy, 
evensomcsliuttlediplomacy,'. . ." . 

So" Ihe conference sessions moved In- 
creasinRly back into private, tnformaily and 
wllh varying attendance. It became difficult 
lo know where and when the meetings would 
occur. Staff members said Utile alwut them. 

Almost unanimously, slaff members 
asked about closeij conference sessions say 
- tliey are more efficient, briefer, and morce 
to the point. Open conferences lend to long 
speeches and posturing, they say. 

Whether lhat Justifies hiding basic 
decisions from the public is still an Issue 
Congress must confront.

"Pregnant women and new 
mothers everywhere sliould bo 
encouraged to nurse," Bomcss 
said. 

He said there hove been 
reports that starving mothers 
In less developed nations 
produce Insufficient or 
Inadequate milk. But Barness 
said "the scales still tip neatly 
in favorof breast feeding In the 
underdeveloped worid — even 
more so Ihnn in the technically 
advanced countries." 

Some women will not want to 
nurse for a vorlety of reasons 
and a feW will not be able to 
nurse their children.

Rand report influenced 



tiny fraction of alcoholics 



NEW VORK(UPl)- When 
a Rand Corp. report last year 
suggested some recovered 
alcoholics could safely resume 
moderate drlnkinR; critics 
charged It could give a fatal 
green light lo heavy users. But 
a new study Indicates 
alcoholics aren't so easily 
tempted back to the days of 
wine and roses. 
■ InterviowB' with 244 
alcoholics in treatment In the 
Boston o^rca showed four hod 
gone back to heavy drinking 
and only one relapse was at- 
tributed directly to the Rand 
report. But the' researchers 
eai'"->ned against generalizing 
from their results. 

Hie survey, funded by the 
National Institute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism, was 
conducted by scientists from 
the Boston University School 
of Medicine. It was published 
in the current Journal of 
Studleson Alcohol. 



The study was begun tost 
January, six months .after 
release ot the Rand Corp. 
report, which said some 
alcoholics could eventually 
learn to handle smalt to 
moderate amounts of hard 
liquor, wine or t)ccr. . 

The report drew heated 
criticism from many Involved 
in combating alcoholism. Dr. 
John Norrls, Chairman of 
Boffrd of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, charged, "... 
People arc golng-lo die as a 
result of this report." 

But Dr. Moorls Chafctz, tlien 
director of the National In- 
stitute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alci^lsm, argued that the 
report ffl'i|!ht loosen some of 
the "rigid, stereotypic 
thinking about treating 
alcoholism."

Council action blasted

TWIN FALLS - City Councilman Chris 
Talltlngton cliarned Tuesday Uinl the recent 
Spill decision to select Lccn Smith the mayor of 
Twin Falls was a "bit of Rood old boy collusion" 
that will polarize the City Council. 

Other city councilmcn maintained that no 
such "collusion^ took place and no such 
polorliatlon exists. 

Talklngton tired his volley atler the Times- 
News reported thai the council had selcclcd 
Leon Smith mayor in an unofficial straw vote. 

"When Paul Ostyn was named mayor (two 
yeors ago), Hank Woodall was also o candidatc; 
so he backed oK to avoid a spilt d^islon or hard 
fedlnfis. It was the consensus of cxlslng people 
(councilmcn) at ttic time that Hank would tx; the 
next mayor," Talklnglon said. 

"When Leon Smith announced his candidacy 
for mayor, there were some committments 
made to Hank which were switched,',' 
'TnlMnRton chanicd. 



"I definitely feel llial it was a liltle bit of good 
old t»ycolluslon,"TalklnRton added. 

Talkinftlon went on to say that he feels some 
votes were studied t}ccause some councilmcn ' 
were offered preferred committee ■assignments. 

Councilman Dr. Sieve Lincoln disagreed with 
Talklnton's allcgallons. 

"Tlial was not the way It happened. Prior lo 
J*on's announcement for mayor there was only 
onF-cfitidldate. When there was only one can- 
didate, the entire council was tor him. After 
Leon Smltli announced Uiot he was interested In 
the Job, then a majorlly of the council voiced 
approval of his candidacy," Lincoln explained, 
' In response to Talklngton'a charge of a tradc- 
off of votes for commltlee assignments, Lincoln 
countered, "Committee assignments have not 
been made. and have only been discussed 
briefly, and only after 11 was apparent that' Leon 
Smith would be mayor. I know of no one on the .- 
council who would be Influenced In such an 
Important decision simply by what committee 
assignments he would be appointed to. Tliat Is 



simply Uielcast important thing." 

Lincoln added that Talklngton left the 
unannounced Dec. 21.mccllng at which the In- 
formal vote was takcii immediately ader the 
vole and before any discussion of commltee ^ 
ASslgnmentstookpIace. 

Talklngton confirmed that he had left before 
any discussion of commlltecs, and added, "I 
have . no Idea If committee assignments have 
been made." . . ' 

Councilman Hank Woodall, the other an*- 
' nounced candidate for mayor, also denied that 
Uie promise of a particular committee 
asslgnmet was Important enough to sway a ■ 
council member's vole. 

Wdixlall also said, "I don't think there's ever 
been a polarliatlon (of the council). They've 
always voted Individually and they do as they 
dam well please. Each has as miich authority ■ 
as the other." 

Lincoln also disagreed with Talklngton's 
conclusion (hat Smith's clccllon would polarize'. ■

Rep. Hale sticks to philosophy

.'...BURLEY — After seven years as^tate 
representative, Ernest A. Hale is no longer the 
greenhorn who first ran for office to make a few 
• changes. However, his phlloisophy Is-basleolly. 
the same; the less government the better. 

The veteran of House politics concedes some 
laws arc needed but says there is a lot of 
legislation on the books which . should be 
removed because It Is not being enforced. 

"Unless my constituents want some 
legislation, I won't introduce any. If you could 
see the books piling up every year with new laws 
we put o'n;''il would* amaze' you," he says. "I'm 
Just more anti>laws, period." 

Hole represents the 28th District, which In- 
cludes Cassia County and part of Minidoka 
County. He has served all seven years on the 
-House education committee, nn area of major 
Interest to him In the upcoming session. ' 

"Now, all organizations — the Idaho 
Education Association and the trustees 
Association and the State School Board — they 
all came up with pretty substantial Increases 
and these are my first priority, to try and get 
Uiem funded," Hale said. 
— liHowover, J- dorfUthlnk-tbey-wULgct-whaU 
they ask because simply the money is not going 
to be there. But t think that'^ where the major 
Increases should be. Thai's where I'd sooner see 
it go Iseducatlon," he added. 

Hale said the bills on siting a coal-fired plant 
and the water plan will create the biggest fights 
of the session between legislators. He says he 
favors both bills. 

"I know we need more energy, preferably 
hydro. If we can't get It, we need coal-fired or 
nuclear energy. I prefer hydro because we hove 
lots of sites for upstream sloraae."Halesavs. 

"I want to see a water plan, i think, Ualio. 
should have a state water plan. We're going to 



see olher.states come hcK: and take our water If 
we don't haveone."he explains. 

Hale Qes upstream storage to one of the water 
plan's centra] areas of controversy — minimum 
stream Oow. "I think we can have minimum 
stream flow if we hod upstream storage and you 
specifically state what It Is to be used for.-We'v& - 
got sites for these. I feel environmentalists are 
stopping more danis on the Snake River. I feel 
we ^ari reach a happy medium. They have to 
realize we need more storage If they want a 
minimum stream flow.'' 

Environmentalists have to give a little, he 
says. "You can't take water from Irrigators if 
they nAd It downstream ant. they've got to sec 
that.". Hale says he sees the Issues bchig fought 
by two factions, those who want the state to 
grow and those against growth. 

The 57-year-old Burley resident says he ex- 
pects another fight over the rif^t^Io-work Issue 
and he would support such a measutvVHowever, ' 
if the Issue of collective bargaining for school 
teachers comes up, he says he would be against 
It. ■ 

' Hale serves as vice chairman of the tran- 
sportation and defense committee and the 
printing and leglslollvc expense commltlee In 
addition to his duties on the education com* 
— mlttec.-He-alsoserveson-thetask-force-of'lhe- 
Natlonal Council of State Legislators, a lobbying 
group Milch meets two or three times a year. 
"We lobby Congress so it will help states Instead 
of hurt them, " Hole explains briefly.

"If other factors llnflucnce the need lor the tower. It 
sliould remain open," Spence said. "If thcyoulwclgh llic 
fact that the tower docs not meet tlic critcrio, it should 
remain open. 

"Bui general aviation should ;iot be expected to foot 



the bin," he said. Currently fuel taxes and tax revenue 
from the general transportation departmenl fund are 
used to feed FAA coffers keeping airport lowers open. 

The AOPA favors lower service_lf.lhe volume of, 
traffic, the variation In aircraft ppcrformance, Ihe 
complexity of airport configurations or otiicr factors' 
warrant a traffic control tower. 

"You can't take a broad-brush approach ond saythey 
all should be closed," Spcnce said.
